G.SJt. 1512. - In exercise of the powers conferred by the

1. (1) These rules may be called the Central Secretariat 
Service (Third Amendment) Rules, 1979. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their

2. In rule 13 of the Central Secretariat Service Rules, 
1962 (hereinafter referred to as the said Rules), — 

(i) to sub-rule (6), the following proviso shall be 
added, namely : — 

“Provided also that if sufficient number of candidates 
are not available for filling up the vacancies in 
cadre in any year by direct recruitment as afore- 
said, the unfilled vacancies in the direct recruit- 
ment quota in that cadre shall be filled by the 


(ii) after sub-rule (6), the following sub-rule shall be 
inserted, namely : — 

“(6-b). Notwithstanding anything contained in sub- 
rule (6), the substantive vacancies reserved for 
direct recruitment as on the 30th June, 1979 In 
each care, against which no direct recruits have 
been appointed till that date, plus fifty per cent 
of the number of such substantive vacancies in 
the cadre, may be filled by substantive appoint- 
ments made after the date of commencement of 
the Central Secretariat Service (Third Amend- 
ment) Rules, 1979, of persons included in the 
Select List for the Assistants’ Grade In that 
cadre. 

Note : — For the purpose of calculating the number 
of substantive vacancies reserved for direct 
recruitment as on 30th June, 1979 in any 
cadre, vacancies already reported to the Com- 
mission for being filled through the Assistants’ 
Grade Examination, 1978 shall be excluded.” ; 

(iii) for sub-rule (7), excluding the provisos thereof, 
the following shall be substituted, namely : — 

“(7) Temporary vacancies in the Assistants’ Grade 
in any cadre shall be filled by the temporary 
promotion on the basis of seniority, subject to 
the rejection of the unfit, of officers of the 
Upper Division Grade of the corresponding cadre 
of the Central Secretariat Clerical Service who 
have rendered not less than five years’ approved 
service in that Grade, and are within the range 
of seniority.” ; 

(Iv) in sub-rule (8), for the expression “For the pur- 
pose of sub-rules (6) and (7)”, the expression 
“For the purpose of sub-rule (6)" shall be substitut- 
ed. 

3. In the Fourth Schedule to the said Rules, under the 
heading “B. Assistants’ Grade”, — 

(i) in clause 2A, for the words "anticipated vacancies", 
the words "anticipated substantive vacancies” shall 
be substituted ; 

(ii) in clause 3 — (a) to sub-clause (3), the following 

proviso shall be added, namely : — 

"Provided that persons appointed substantively In 
accordance with the provisions of sub-rule (6) of 
rule 13 to the Grade from the Select List In any 
cadre in any year, against direct recruitment 
vacancies for which direct recruits arc not avail- 
able, shall be placed cn block below the last 
direct recruit appointed in tha! year, Irrespective 
of the quotas reserved for direct recruits and per- 
sons inoluded in the Select List." 

(b) after sub-clause (4), the following sub-clause shall 
be inserted, namely : — 

“(5) Persons appointed substantively in accordance 
with the provisions of sub-rule (6-a) of rule 13 
shall be assigned seniority inter-se in the order in 
which they are included in the Select List for 
the Assistants’ Grade In the cadre and such per- 
sons shall be placed en block above the direct 
recruits of the Assistants' Grade Examination, 
1978 appointed in the same cadre."

G.S.R. 1516 — Whereas a draft of certain rules further 
to amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, 
was published as required by sub-section (1) of Section 23 
of the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1954 (37 of 
1954), after consultation with the Central Committee for 
Food Standards at pages 400 to 408 of the Gazelle of 
India, Part II, Section-3, Sub-section (i) dated 10th Feb- 
ruary, 1979, under the notification of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Health and Family Welfare No. 
G.S.R. 202 dated the 24th January, 1979, inviting objections 
and suggestions from all persons likely to affected thereby 
before the expiry of forty-live days from the date on which 
the copies of the said Gazette are made available to the 
public. 

And whereas it is considered desirable to publish the said 
draft rules again for the information of all persons likely to 
be affected thereby. 

Now, therefore, the following draft of rules further to 
amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, 
which the Central Government proposes to make in exercise 
of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 23 of 
the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1954 (37 of 1954), 
after consultation with the Central Committee for Food 
Standards, is hereby published as required by the said sub- 
section for the information of all persons likely to be affected 
thereby, and notice is hereby given that the said draft-rules 
will be taken into consideration after the expiry of sixty days 
from the date on which the copies of Official Gazette contain- 
ing this notification are made available to the public.

G.S.R. 1520. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to Article 309 of the Constitution, the President here- 
by makes the following rules regulating the method of re-

5. Disqualification. — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with

(b) who, having a spouse living ; has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other prarty to the marriage,' 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of 
the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons or posts. 

7. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government form time to time 
in this regard,

G.S.R. 1525, — The following draft of certain rules further 
to amend the Minimum Wages (Central) Rules, 1950, which 
the Central Government proposes to make in exercise of the 
powers conferred by clause (d) of sub-section (2) of section 
30 of the Minimum Wages Act, 1948 (11 of 1948) is hereby 
published as required by sub-section (I) of the said section for 
the information of all persons likely to be affected thereby 
and notice is hereby given that the said draft will bo taken 
into consideration on the expiry of the period of 
two months from the date of publication of this notification 
in the Official Gazette. 
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Any objection or suggestions which may be received from 
any person with regard to the said draft before the expiry 
of the period so specified will be considered by the Central 
Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. These rules may be called the Minimum Wages (Central) 
Amendment Rules, 1979. 

2. Tn rule 21 of the Minimum Wages (Central) Rules, 
1950, — 

(1) in sub-rule (2), — 

(a) for clause (xiii), the following clause shall he substi- 

tuted, namely 

“(xiii) Deductions made with the written authorisation 
of the employed person for contributions to the 
National Defence Fund or the Prime Minister’s 
National Relief Fund or to any Defence Savings 
Scheme approved by the Central Government or 
to such other Fund as the Central Government 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, spe- 
cify in this behalf' ; 

(b) after clause (xiii), the following clause shall be in- 

serted, namely : — 

“(xiv) deductions for recovery of loans granted for 
house building or other purposes approved by the 
Central Government, and for the interest due In 
respect of such loans, subject to any rules made 


or approved by the Central Government regulat- 
ing the extent to which such loans may be granted 
and the rate of interest payable thereon” ; 

(2) after sub-rule (2), the following sub-rule shall be inser- 
ted, namely : — 

“(2A) Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules, 
the total amount of deductions which may be made under 
sub-rule (2) in any wage period, from the wages of an em- 
ployee shall not exceed — 

(i) 73 per cent of such wages in cases where such deduc- 

tions are wholly or partlly made for payments to 
co-operative societies under clause (x) of sub-rule 
(2) : and 

(ii) 50 per cent of such wages m any other case : Pro- 

vided that whore the total amount of deductions 
which have to be made under sub-rule (2) in any 
wage period from the wages of any employee ex- 
ceeds the limit specified in clause (i), or, as the case 
may be, clause (ii) of this sub-rule, the excess shall 
be carried forward and recovered from the wages for 
succeeding wage period or wage periods, as the case 
may be, i n such number of instalments, as may be 
necessary.
